world to-day is wider than it was. Ger- 
many, having pried open Europe, is preparing to ap- 
ply the same method to Asia. 

According to dispatches, German capitalists are 
about to establish a chain of engineering schools in 
China. Big banks and manufacturers have sub- 
scribed liberally to a fund of half a million dollars. 
This-step is taken, evidently, in competition with the 
Americans and English, who have enjoyed hereto- 
fore almost a monopoly in higher instruction in the 
Orient. 

No country has been more successful than modern 
Germany in welding business and education into a 
powerful implement for the furthering of worldly 
success. Her latest action may well awaken new 
tremors in England and is quite worth watching on 
the part of the United States. 








THE applications for patents filed in the British 

Patent Office in rg1o numbered 30,403, a decrease of 

200 as compared with 1909. This re- 

aoe duction is attributed by some to the 

Patents. Working clauses of the patent and de- 

signs act of 1907, as a patentee has now 

greater obligations to fulfill in order to retain his 

monopoly, and this is deterring foreign inventors from 
protecting their inventions in England. 

The year 1910 shows no striking advance in the 
matter of heavier-than-air flying machines, the efforts 
having been toward improvements in existing con- 
structions rather than toward the evolution of new 
types of machines. The patents dealing with rotat- 
ing-cylinder engines of the Gnome type were, at least, 
as important as those covering. devices for the stabil- 
ity and dirigibility of the flying machine. Rumors of 
impending litigations with regard to aeroplanes are 
heard, and it is too early iu the development of the 
industry to compare the patent claims of the rival 
groups. 

The electrical industries were responsible for a 
large proportion of patent applications in 1910. Im- 
provements are continually being made in dynamo 
electric machines, and many patents were filed for the 
electric control of marine propulsion. The Germans 
hold patents covering the electrification of railways, 
which, when the time comes for the electrification of 
English roads, will be an important factor in the sit- 
uation. 

The automatic telephone exchange systeni has_ re- 
ceived much attention from Germans and Ameticans, 
as is fully attested by the Patent Office, although little 
attention is given the subject in England. 

The mercury vapor lamp, with a quartz container, 
is capable of emitting a number of rays of short- 
wave length at the violet end of the spectrum which 
have a powerful bactericidal effect, and French inven- 
tors. propose to apply these to the sterilization on a 
large scale of water-supply systems and to the pas- 
teurization of milk. The British Patent Office was 





busy during the year with patent applications of this 
nature. - Inventions have also been made for disin- 
fecting. water with .ozone, and the patents therefor 
cover various contrivances for generating the sub- 
stance by the silent electric discharge and bringing the 
ozone thus produced into contact with the liquid which 
is to be treated. 

One of the chief features of the year has been the 
use which inventors have made of the provision of 
the act of 1907 whereby it becomes possible for an ap- 
plicant to file one complete specification in respect to 
several provisional specifications when the inventions 
described in the latter are cognate. This enables an 
applicant to protect his invention provisionally from 
time to time as he develops: it and combine the whole 
in one complete specification. Thus one patent only is 
obtained, and the saving in renewal fee is considerable 
as compared with the former practice. - 

A patent case of great importance was decided in 
the English courts during the year. The case was 
brought against an electric construction company by a 
German stock company for infringement on the Ilner 
patent of 1902 for electrically driven reversible roller 
mills. Although the patent was declared invalid by 
the higk court and court of appeals, it was admitted 
that the application of the electric drive to mills for 
rolling ingots must be regarded as a great triumph 
of electrical engineering in view of the vast saving in 
time and energy. 

An important interpretation of the new patent act, 
as regards the obligation of patentees to work their 
patented inventions in the United Kingdom to an ade- 
quate extent, was secured in an action brought against 
a French motor company for the revocation of seven 
patents on their machines. It was contended by the 
plaintiffs that the inventions covered by the patents 
were manufactured mainly abroad, but the defendants 
maintained that their patents were extensively in- 
fringed by motor-car manufacturers in England, and 
that this should be taken into account in deciding 
whether the patented inventions were worked to an 
adequate extent in the United Kingdom. The con- 
tention of the defendants was sustained by the Patent 
Office and by the courts. This decision is of great 
importance and will strengthen the position of a pat- 
entee toward those who infringe on his patent. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

- Did you ever hear of a strike for more work? If 
the boss offered to pay you 60 cents an hour to sit 
and smoke your cigar, would you strike because he 
wouldn’t let you work? The sheet metal workers on 
the new Columbia Theater in Chicago, did, and the 
outraged plumbers and electrical ‘workers struck in 


‘sympathy with them. The trouble arose over the 


simple hanging of a door. The work of hanging doors 
has been claimed by carpenters ever since Noah hung 
the doors in the ark. Noah’s doors, however, were 
of wood. Those in the Columbia Theater are covered 
with sheet metal, which makes a difference, yes, quite 
a big difference, too. The carpenters in the Columbia 
Theater proceeded to hang the doors and the sheet 
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metal workers said they would be hanged themselves 
before they would stand for it. The owners of the 
building offered to pay the sheet metal men the union 
scale of 60 cents an hour to sit and watch the car- 
penters hang the doors. The offer was promptly re- 
fused. The owners then offered to pay the carpen- 
ters to sit and watch the sheet metal workers hang the 
doors. They scorned the offer, declaring it was the 
work they wanted and not the money. In despera- 
tion the owners ordered the work stopped. That did 
not suit the sheet metal workers, so they struck, pre- 
cipitating the sympathetic strike. The jurisdictional 
dispute between sheet metal workers and carpenters 
is one which has caused trouble all over the country. 
The sheet metal men a few days ago called a strike at 
the new city hall in Chicago. A few metal filing cases 
had been moved in by laborers. The mechanics 
thought they would like the work, and called a strike. 
The Commissioner of Public Works thereupon 
stopped the laborers, and asked the mechanics to set 
up the filing cases. The cases were all carried down- 
stairs, loaded on a wagon, taken, back to the old city 
hall and set up in their original position. When this 
was accomplished the sheet metal workers took them 
down again, loaded them on the wagon, unloaded them 
at the new city hall and set them up. A few weeks 
ago the structural iron workers started to erect the 
big ornamental lamp posts which surround the new 
Northwestern depot in Chicago. Two electric wires 
run up the inside. The electrical workers decided 
that made the posts electrical fixtures, so they threat- 
ened to strike. For “ways that are dark and tricks 
that are vain,” the labor unions certainly make Bret 
Harte’s “Heathen Chinee” look like 30 cents. That’s 
the way it strikes me.

“Renting notes” is one of the latest disclosures in 
the recent note kiting which has resulted in the bank- 
ruptcy of half a dozen New York companies and firms. 
Another concern is on the list in the petition against 
Edgar Klein, dealer in stoves and hardware, at White 
Plains, N. Y., filed a few days ago. Clifford G. Lud- 
vigh, a lawyer, of New York City, was appointed re- 
ceiver for the firm by Stephen H. Thayer, referee in 
bankruptcy, of Yonkers, ‘and a remarkable story is 
told in the application for the receiver. Joseph Wall- 
man, a creditor for $1,250, says that Klein trans- 
ferred his stock to a person whose name is unknown ; 
that the business was worth $20,000, and that he be- 
lieves it was transferred without consideration; that 
Klein executed a large number of notes which were 
discounted and many of which have gone to protest. 
Solomon J. Rosenblum and Adolph Engel, attorneys, 
went to the store in White Plains one evening and 
found a rushing bargain sale in progress with a large 
crowd inside and outside of the store. They noticed 
that while the bell of the cash register rang as the 
money was put in the register it did not record the 
amount of the sales. Mr. Rosenblum, who called 
there on behalf of the Roseville Trust Co., which held 
a note, says that he asked Klein what he meant by 
reporting to a mercantile agency that the stock had 
been sold in its entirety when Klein was ostensibly 
selling the stock. He said that Klein’s reply was: 
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“I am supposed to be retiring from business, but 
that is not the case at all. I am as active as ever and 
will remain active. The note is all right. Canfield is 
supposed to pay it (referring to A. L. Can- 
field, the indorser, and a New York stove job- 
ber, who is now in bankruptcy). I have a writ- 
ten agreement from Canfield and a man named Wall- 
man that they will take care of this note. I only lent 
my name to it for a consideration, so that this does 
not bother me. You needn’t worry at all; your note 
will be paid by Canfield all right. As far as the other 
paper which I put out is concerned, of course, I must 
have been crazy in signing all these notes. I had 
no business to do it, but I’ll get out of this trouble. 
I'll sell out this stock. I have sold a great part al- 
ready. You see the shelves; they were full of goods. 
We are selling the goods now as fast as we possibly 
can for a few days, and it’ll be all gone. Whatever 
remains I'll sell in bulk. I am going to refit this plake 
and make a corporation of it. I will then settle with 
all those notes for something. I can’t do it until I am 
through with the stock. I am a fool for signing all 
that paper.” 

Mr. Rosenblum stated that he learned that Klein 
and another person had been in the habit of lending 
their names on commercial paper in exchange for 
other commercial paper and also “renting out paper”— 
that is, Klein made notes for three or four months 
and rented them to anyone who wanted to use them 
for 10 per cent a month. These were discounted in 
innocent banks which did not know the nature of the 
paper. Clifford G. Ludvigh, receiver for the firm, 
said that he had not qualified by filing his bond, as the 
case had every appearance of a “lemon.” From in- 
quiries he had made he had learned that Klein had 
sold the stock some weeks ago to an auctioneer of 
New York City for $6,500. The handbills advertis- 
ing the sale said that it was by order of the New 
York Purchasing Syndicate. 

“Renting” notes is certainly a new wrinkle in “high” 
finance, at least .it is to me, and I have been doing 
more or less renting since I left my father’s roof. 
Shouldn’t be surprised if some of these wildcat finan- 
ciers one of these days take up their residence in 
a place where they will find rent free and where “tips” 
are not demanded by the attendants.

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Schedules in bankruptcy of the Western Stove 
Works, Peoria, IIll., show liabilities of more than $20,- 
ooo and assets of about $15,000. L. W. Allison is the 
receiver in charge of the plant. 

The Foster Bolt & Nut Mfg. Co., of Cleveland, 
Ohio, are erecting a two-story brick addition to their 
shipping department. The company manufacture a 
complete line of stove bolts, stove rods and rivets. 

Samuel H. Jacobs, for ten years with the Troy 
Nickel Works, Albany, N. Y., has associated himself 
with the Fanner Mfg. Co., Cleveland, Ohio, acting as 
one of their representatives and handling their entire 
line of goods. 

Mrs. Mary Louise Snyder, wife of Charles P. Sny- 
der, of the Hess-Snyder Co., Massillon, Ohio, stove 
and furnace manufacturers, was fatally injured in Los 
Angeles, Cal., on February 15, by an automobile which 
ran over her as she was crossing a street. 

The Wetter Mfg. Co., South Pittsburg, Tenn., has 
bought out the plant of the Chattanooga (Tenn.) 
Stove Co., but the plant will remain in Chattanooga. 
The Wetter Mfg. Co., of which Charles Huntington 
is president, will engage in the manufacture of gas 
stoves, 

The United Stove Repair Co., 117 Arch St., Phila- 
delphia, Pa., have purchased the stock of stove repairs 
carried at the Philadelphia branch of the Mt. Penn 
Stove Works, Reading, Pa. The United Stove Repair 
Co. will in the future furnish all repairs carried by 
the Mt. Penn company in Philadelphia. 

The Indiana Stove Works, Evansville, Ind., manu- 
facturers of “Darling” stoves and ranges, have issued 
a revised price list, showing an advance in the net 
prices of their stoves and ranges over 1910. A circu- 
lar letter, which the company are distributing with 
their price list, states that the advances that they 
have made are extremely moderate, scarcely covering 
the actual increase in the net cost of manufacture. 

Sidney P. Landcraft, vice-president and manager of 
the Sheridan Stove Mfg. Co., Quincy, IIl., is president 
of the Quincy Mutual Fire Insurance Co., which was 
organized at Quincy in June, 1910. The annual state- 
ment of the company on December 31 last shows the 
assets to be over $10,000, of which over $9,000 was 
cash in banks. The total premium receipts from Sep- 
tember 1 to December 31, 1910, exceeded $3,000, the 
guarantee fund paid in exceeding $7,000.

A NEW HOT EVAPORATOR BURNER OF GEO.

M. Clark & Company, Chicago, Division of the 
American Stove Co., advise that due to the variation 
in gravity of gasolene it has been necessary for them 
to.change somewhat the form of their evaporator 
burners. The new burner is shown in the illustration, 
with some parts cut away. The central tube has slots 
for sub-fire almost its entire length so that the burner 
is heated quickly and strongly. The tiame from this

sub-fire will relight the top cap if a draft blows it out. 
Hot air direct from the central tube is.sent to the evap- 
orating cone, which by this arrangement is heated very 
much quicker than formerly. The operation of the 
burner is thus described: 

Gasolene from the tank should be allowed to drip 
from the valve at the rate of about 90 drops a min- 
ute for top burners and 110 for the oven, according 
to the action of the gasolene. The valves have stops 
giving the proper regulation for flow. The rate of 
dropping is seen through the glass tube. The gasolene 
falls on a perforated brass cone where it is spread 
and here it evaporates. The vapor being heavy then 
falls and passes down the vapor tube to the interior of 
the burner drum. Here it lights first at the top cap 
and then at the sub-fire slots. The sub-fire heats up 
the burner drum and warms the vapor. To help evap- 
oration some of the hot air direct from the central 
draft tube is carried up and passed over the gasolene 
saturated cone. Thus warmer, lighter gas is delivered 
to the burner drum. The burner quickly reaches full 
capacity.

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WILL USE 18,000 OIL HEATERS IN AN 
ORCHARD. 

The Underwood & Viles Cold Storage Co., of 
Autchinson, Kansas, are having 18,000 oil heaters 
manufactured in Kansas City, Mo., to heat a 300-acre 
orchard, using from 55 to 60 heaters to an acre, the 
illustration, herewith, showing the design of the 
heater upon which W. H. Underwood, President of 
the cold storage company, has applied for a patent. 
The device is a combination of a reservoir and a burn- 
ing pan, constructed of tin and sheet steel, the reser- 
voir having a capacity of about four gallons of oil. 

Mr. Underwood’s idea in designing this oil heater 
was to have an orchard heater that could be filled up 
during the day, when his men were ready to work, 
and of sufficient capacity to burn all night. Mr. Un- 
derwood states that with other orchard heaters that 
he had heretofore used, it was necessary for his men 
to sit up four or five hours after these heaters were 
lighted, until they consumed the oil that was in them, 
when it was necessary for the men and teams to get 
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The feature of having the heaters burn with the 
same intensity all night was accomplished by feeding 
the oil out to the burning pan and remaining at one 
level, so that the same amount of heat was generated 
from the time that the heater was lighted until the 
oil was consumed. 

Mr. Underwood’s new orchard heater is built on 
the same principle as a chicken watering trough. The 
reservoir is air-tight, therefore when it is filled and 
turned over, the vacuum created in the reservoir and 


. the atmospheric pressure keeps the oil up in the reser- 


voir. A hole is punched about half an inch from 
the bottom of the reservoir which brings it to about 
the level of the top of the burning pan, and as the 
oil is burned in the pan the level of course is low- 
ered, which lowers the level of the oil in the reser- 
voir down to this hole. When the oil falls below the 
hole, air enters, and for every cubic inch of air en- 
tering a cubic inch of oil comes down and is fed to 
the burning pan, it being a continuous operation, the 
oil in the pan remaining at the same level as the hole 
in the bottom of the reservoir. The two things de-

busy and replenish the reservoirs so that they would 
burn until six or seven o’clock in the morning, when 
the danger of frost was past, necessitating the men 
and teams being up all night. In fact Mr. Under- 
wood says he could not get enough men to do this 
work and cover a large acreage. The trouble expe- 
rienced with other orchard heaters was that they were 
more or less of the upright type, so that when the oil 
burned half way down in the pot, the air did not get to 
the surface of the. oil, with the result that they burned 
with only about half the heat they did when the oil 
was up to the top and near the rim of the pot. Mr. 
Underwood advises that for a number of nights last 
spring they had to start heating the orchard at eleven 
o'clock, sometimes as late as two o'clock in the morn- 
ing, with the temperature going down all the time. As 
the oil was gradually being consumed less heat was 
given off, so that the men were obliged to remain on 
the scene all the time and keep the pots filled up with 
oil to get the desired heat to accomplish results and 
keep the orchard heated up to above 31 degrees when 
it was 22 degrees outside the orchard. After experi- 
menting all last summer and fall, Mr. Underwood de- 
signed a reservoir large enough to supply the neces- 
sary heat over any long. night, so that after lighting 
the heaters the men could go’'to bed. 





sired were thus accomplished, namely, the designing 
of a reservoir that would burn all night without the 
necessity of refilling, and obtaining the same amount 
of heat from the time the pan is lighted until the 
oil is entirely consumed, a period of about 16. hours. 
The capacity of the reservoir is somewhat larger than 
was needed, but Mr. Underwood thought it better to 
make it too large than have it too small, as here- 
tofore they had never heated more than eleven hours, 
so that he now has nearly 50 per cent extra capacity 
which may be needed in the event that the oil used 
may be too light and burn up faster than that which 


is normally used.

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SUCCESSFUL STOVE SALESMANSHIP. 


(This address was delivered by J. C. Patten, Secre- 
tary, Treasurer and Manager of The Globe Stove and 
Range Co., Kokomo, Ind., at the convention of the In- 


diana Retail Hardware Association, held at Indian- 
apolis, on February 14.) 

Never in the world’s history has there been greater com- 
mercial activity and development than we have witnessed 
during the past few years. This most wonderful activity 
and development can be directly attributed to the scientific 
division of labor—to specialization. In fact, this is an age of 
: specialization, for the man who is not a specialist, occupies 
a very inconspicuous place in the modern business world. 
To become a specialist we must be educated, we must be 
lovers of work—hard, honest work. 

When I say we must be educated, I do not mean that 
the curriculum of Harvard.or Yale must be absorbed, for all 
the colleges and universities in the world cannot make an 
educated man. An educated man, is a man who knows his 
own business, knows it thoroughly, knows it in every detail. 
The measure of his success will be in direct proportion to 
the knowledge he has assimilated, when compared with the 
knowledge of his competitors. - 

This association was organized for the purpose, and has 
become, the greatest educational factor, to hardware mer- 
chants. This association is founded on co-operation. Its 
sole mission is education. Its plan of education is the ex- 
change of experiences. This association is a bureau of in- 
formation wherein you can learn how your competitors 
handle the problems that are so perplexing to you, and how 
to make a success in work that heretofore resulted in failure. 
Your association papers and discussions are interesting and 
instructive. Even if. you do not believe all the theories and 
propositions as presented, their study and analysis will broad- 
en your ideas as well as develop new thought. New thought 
means progress. 

Next fo your association the traveling salesman is the 
greatest educator. In years gone by the traveling man was 
a jovial, rotund individual, who had a huge fund of humor- 
ous stories and a minute fund of information. His business 
was obtained on friendship and was short lived. The mod- 
ern traveling salesman is a keen, alert specialist, he is thor- 
oughly schooled on the construction, operation and merits 
of the goods he sells. His friendship is founded on business 
and it is quite properly, pleasant, profitable and lasting. 

Very few buyers give the traveling salesman the proper 
time and attention, even though they place their business 
with him. They do not appreciate the fact that he is an 
expert,—that he has passed through a rigorous exacting 
course of training for the sole purpose of upbuilding their 
business ; that competition has so developed his faculties that 
he is a specialist of the highest rank. 

They do not appreciate the fact that the traveling sales- 
man is their best friend and that he will even go to extremes 
to oblige, favor or accommodate his customers. They do not 
appreciate the fact that their business would be wonderfully 
increased if they allowed the traveling salesman to explain 
to the men in charge of their stove department, the details of 
construction and operation, the strong selling points and 
merits of the goods purchased, and to inject into them some 
of his surplus confidence and enthusiasm. 

The traveling salesman can also furnish valuable sug- 
gestions to his customer pertaining to display and stotk ar- 
rangement. His field is a broad one and he is quick to notice 
novel and attractive sales rooms. 

To know how to display goods advantageously is almost 
as important as it is to know their construction, operation 
and merits, for first impressions are always the best, so the 
impression a prospective buyer forms the instant that he 
enters your place of business, largely determines whether or 
not you sell him. 

Owing to their bulk, stoves are the most conspicuous 
articles displayed in a hardware store, and its appearance is 
either marred or made by the stove display. Don’t mar this 
display by using your stoves as a storage place for buckets, 
pans, wringers and other plunder. It is not only unsightly 
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midst of a very convincing argument with a prospective buyer 
when it becomes mecessary to remove these goods. In doing 
so both you and your customer lose interest. By the time 
you resume your argument you will find that your customer’s 
attention is elsewhere, and cannot be regained. 

Your clerks are paid by the day and you are therefore en- 
titled to a full day’s work. When trade is slack let them 
keep the stoves well polished, the nickel burnished, and the 
display in presentable condition, Every stove that you pur- 
chase should be on your sales floor, for ncthing is so im- 
pressive as a big display. A big display impresses a buyer 
in such a manner that it never occurs to him to look else- 
where. He instinctively knows that you have the very stove 
he needs. : 

Change the arrangement of your stoves occasionally, for 
by doing so, even the most faithful old bench warmer will 
think you are doing lots of business and have added new 
stock. J 
Give the same study and attention to display and stock 
arrangement that is given by your friends in the furniture 
and department stores, and the result will repay you many 
fold. 

A stove is a commodity a dealer can price to suit himself. 
If he fails to obtain a good profit it is his own fault. A 
stove made by a reliable manufacturer is a specialty and 
should be considered as such. It is just as easy to sell stoves 
as it is to sell any specialty, particularly if you have the ex- 
clusive agency. 

Make your own selling prices. The making of prices is 
the most important part of your business. Your success de- 
pends upon it. The man who leaves this most important part 
of the work to a ten-dollar-a-week clerk fails. 

Mark your selling prices when you have the time to give 
them careful consideration. Don’t be afraid to include a good 
profit in making your prices, for you can obtain it just as 
easy as you can sell at a small one. 

Don’t be afraid of a comparison of prices, because I 
will say to you frankly, that there are so few men in these 
United States capable of comparing the relative value of 
stoves, that you will never have the opportunity of matching 
your wits against them. 

The National Association of Stove Manufacturers has 
spent thousands of dollars in a vain attempt to devise a sys- 
tem or formula for the determination of relative values of 
stoves, and failed because their best experts could not 
agree. 

Many dealers are prone to credit their customers with too 
keen an insight as to the relative value of stoves. Of this 
delusion they are often cured after disastrous experiences and 
then, they begin to appreciate the fact, that not on out of a 
thousand of their customers knows the first principles of 
stoveology. 

I again repeat, don’t be afraid of a comparison of prices, 
unless you and your line are strangers. The prices you re- 
ceive will depend upon your education, upon the knowledge 
you have of your line; it will depend upon your ability to 
convince your customer that you have the stove he needs; it 
will depend upon the confidence you have in yourself and the 
confidence you have in your goods; it will depend upon the 
confidence your customer has in you. 

No invoice cost should be shown in connection with the 
selling price for it is not only nobody’s business except your 
own, but it is deceptive. The usual custom is to put the in- 
voice price on the tag, not even adding freight, blacking, 
handling, expense of doing business, or other items that 
should be included, and then placing the selling price under- 
neath. What is the effect on the clerk, or even the pro- 
prietor himself, when he confronts a customer? He sees the 
large margin staring him in the face, and feels guilty. He 
adopts a price haggling policy that destroys all confidence in 
both himself and the customer. 

Mark your prices in plain figures and stick to them 
under any and all circumstances. Nothing so easily excites 
suspicion and distrust as the hieroglyphics so often found 
on price tags. Plainly marked prices, rigidly maintained, 
go farther than anything else in creating confidence. 





and unbusinesslike but sometime you may be in the very 
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Confidence begets enthusiasm. Confidence and enthusi- 
asm are the prime requisites for good salesmanship. Your 
confidence and enthusiasm must be imparted to your custom- 
ers before they buy your goods. You can only do this by 
honestly and conscientiously knowing that your goods are 
right and your prices are right. 

The confidence of your customers can be gained by fol- 
lowing the Golden Rule, by not trying to succeed by unfair 
means, by telling the truth 90 per cent of the time and 
evading lying the other ten, by knowing your business in 
every detail. 

Your success will not depend only upon selling your cus- 
tomer, but on how you take care of him after he is on your 
books; upon how well you impress him with the fact that 
you are looking after his interests and that you are capable 
of attending to his wants properly and intelligently. 

For illustration: When you sell a stove see that it is 
properly set up to a good flue and that the buyer knows how 
to operate it. Should your customer for any reason com- 
plain about the operation of the stove, you. must be able to 
show him to his entire satisfaction where the trouble is 
located, and remedy it for him. ¥ 

You drop in your customer’s estimation, and lose his con- 
fidence whenever you admit that you do not know the cause 
of his complaint and how to overcome it, and have to tell 
him that you will send to the factory for an expert. Inci- 
dentally, you drop in your own estimation. 

When your customer approaches you for the purpose 
of buying a stove just remember that he is blissfully ignor- 
ant of the subject and that you are the one who is to decide 
the style and quality that is the best suited for his particular 
needs. 

Give your customer an opportunity to look over your dis- 
play so as to impress him with the size and variety. 

Enumerate rapidly, clearly and forcibly, but never auto- 
matically, the best and most attractive features in your line. 
Make this statement strong and claim everything that you 
have any evidence at all to substantiate. 

Bear down hard on your exclusive features. Gently, 
firmly but imperceptibly lead your customer to the stove you 
have decided to sell him. Pull it out in the middle of the 
floor. Let him look it over from all sides. Take the stove 
apart and show him conclusively that it is the stove he needs. 
Make him so conversant with its good qualities that he knows 
them as well as you do yourself. Pile up the facts and argu- 
ments, convincingly and enthusiastically. 

Talk quality, construction and convenient devices. Again 
bear down hard on “exclusive features.” Don’t argue with 
your customer because you might make him mad. If you do 
you never can sell him. Don’t talk price, leave that to the 
fellow who can’t talk anything else. Don't knock a com- 
petitor’s line, for if it is a good one you can’t hurt it; if it 
is a poor one you don’t have to. 

Talk your own goods. Talk like you meant business. 
Your first selling talk is always the best. It is charged with 
more fire, life and enthusiasm than you ever again can put 
into it. Every talk after the first lacks enthusiasm, vigor 
and confidence. If your prospective buyer should leave your 
store without making the purchase, you haven’t even a fight 
ing chance to make the sale. 

While wiping the perspiration from your heated brow, as 
you return the covers, grates and linings to your wrecked 
line of samples, diagnose your failure—locate its cause. Was 
your failure due to a lack of information, tact, confidence or 
enthusiam? Or, was it due to a lack of work? 


Work is the all important requisite of good salesmanship. 
You may know your business in every detail, you may be full 
of confidence and enthusiasm, but unless you work you are 
a failure. By hard work only can we succeed, by. congenial 
work, by work that we enjoy. If our work is irksome, if its 
details appeal to us as drudgery, our vocation should be 
changed to one that we do thoroughly enjoy, to one where 
work is a pleasure, and where we do not have to look else- 
where for diversion. Few find the vocation in which they 
become so absorbed that they work for the love of it, These 
few are the successes.

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Co., gave a lecture on the manufacture of enameled 
ware, also illustrated by stereopticon views, showing 
the different processes in the’ making of a coffee pot, 
the handle and lid or top.

L. C. Abbott, of Marshalltown, Iowa, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the National Retail Hardware Association, 
read a paper on Catalogue House Competition, which 
proved to be very interesting. 


Address of L. C. Abbott—Catalogue House Competition 
and its Effect. 


Seventy per cent of our membership, as an estimate, 
buy the bulk of their hardware through the jobber. Why? 
His wants do not justify factory buying. His demands 
are light, size of order is not attractive to the manufacturer, 
freight on small shipments is excessive, and as a well as- 
sorted stock of hardware comprises six to eight thousand 
articles drawn from different factors of this country, it 
is safe to say that the jobber is an important factor in the 
distribution of our wares. 

Now the next thought is, “How to protect the interests 
of the dealers who, on account of limited buying privileges, 
are unable to inform themselves as to values. The remedy 
must be applied as follows: A closer and cleaner under- 
standing between the three great interests—the manufacturer, 
jobber and retailer. 

Of the three, Gentlemen, I am going to criticise only one, 
the retailer, and being one myself I 4am free to say what I 
think is right. 

Not one of these interests is more to blame than we 
are. I have given the subject more serious thought the past 
seven years than any other. 

In talking with the credit heads of five large jobbing 
firms, I asked them the percentage of retailers who discount 
their bills, and it was 45 per cent. Gentlemen, this is a 
handsome profit you are losing. Two per cent, 10 days, net 
60, figures about 14 per cent a year, a handsome net income 
on any retail business. 

I was in a small country hardware store a short time 
ago and the proprietor is a fine fellow, too, but this is 
what happened. A customer called for a pair of 4-inch 
strap hinges, and was charged 20 cents per pair, The cus-

tomer reluctantly paid the bill, but Mr. Dealer made a 
catalogue house customer. In another store I saw a 14- 
inch wrench sold for $2.00, 5-inch hooks and staples 5 cents 
each. These.are small things. These are small things, but 
they give you a handsome margin at a competitive price. 
But war times drive the buyer out of town. We must be 
alive, progressive, have stock clean, up-to-date and posted 
as to values. 

Have these mail order catalogues on your desk, a part of 
your business reference, study them and when you meet a 
problem in competition tell your jobber. Show him. He 
wants your business and is going to get it and keep it if 
possible. And here let me say this, if you are one who 
discounts your bills, not in 15 or 20 days but 10 on the dot, 
he is going to get your business and when he does it is 
up to him to keep it. 

In other words, gentlemen, the chairs around the store, 
saw dust cuspidors, unkept windows, stoves as shelves for 
hardware, must be relegated to the past—for on Sundays 
and rainy days the mail order catalogue is getting in its 
work. 

We must meet it with knowledge of needs and condi 
tions by being thoroughly alive as to wants and values. 
Take at least two or three trade journals and all the mail 
order catalogues. 

Not having any knowledge of manufacturing and job- 
bing, I can only say this that, from what I can learn, the 
jobber is to blame for many of the misunderstandings in 
the camp of the retailer. His interests are identical with 
that of the retailer and must see that his customer holds 
his local trade and when proof is positive that catalogue 
values are lower, the factory must be appealed to. This has 
been done and successfully within my knowledge. 


In other words, gentlemen, it gets back to the birth 
of our association. This organization was started for the 
mutual benefit and protection of our business in this impor- 
tant way. Keep in legitimate channels of trade what belongs 
there, and by fair means induce the manufacturer and jobber 
to stand side by side and ‘help us. 

The credit department of the manufacturer and jobber is 
a bureau of information. Did you ever sit down and have 
a chat with the credit manager? If not, do so at the first 
opportunity, then go home. 

But often—small quantities—well assorted—accept all 
discounts ten days from date of invoice, not from arrival] of 
goods. Be just in all claims and quick to report errors re 
gardless in whose favor. Then note the attention you receive 
and the prices you are entitled to and with confidence ask 
for. 

No matter what goods cost you and how long ago you 
bought them, watch the market and on the existing values 
base your profits. This is what the catalogue house is do- 
ing. 

This is not expressed to you, brother dealer, as a the- 
ory, but of practice, and I haye learned most of it since I 
joined this association. 

Make yourself an attractive and selective risk to the 
manufacturer and jobber’s representative who calls on vou. 
Every salesman has the record. And the dealer who accepts 
all discounts promptly, reports all claims promptly, buys 
promptly, who is courteous in all relations, is the first one to 
receive values that produce the profit. 

The mail order competition is here with us, always will 
be. Any effort on our part in contesting this fact is only 
advertising broadly our inability to cope with it. 

It was stated a short time ago by a man prominent 
in hardware circles, that there was a breach between the 
large and small retailer, and it was getting larger every day 
I do not for one moment believe this statement, but, gentle 
men, I will say this, in the spirit of friendliness, that the 
larger retail dealers are awakening to this trade menace and 
are pushing hard for local prestige by not only making 
prices that attract trade, but throwing into their business 
all the personality they possess, alive to requirements, good 
assortment, clear stocks, judicious advertising, prompt pay- 
ment of bills, accepting all discounts, and, most important, 
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confining their buying in the jobbing line to not over three 
jobbers, and two would be better. 

An illustration: A dealer in a town of 500 to 1,000 
people. Railroad facilities, two trains per day each way. 
Amount of goods bought annually, $10,000.00. Number of 
salesmen who call, six. Buys goods of all these salesmen— 
personal friends, good salesmen, and they call every two 
weeks, or make 156 visits every year, on an average bill of 
$50.00. Are you doing yourself justice? Are you getting 
the best price due you? Isn’t this a fact that, confined to 
two or three firms and keeping thoroughly posted you can 
better your trade relations by from 10 to 12 per cent? Think 
it over. 

Compare values of standard lines with catalogue house 
and your cost prices. 

Select two to 25 articles that are presented to. you by 
your trade as goods they can send away for at a better 
price. Place your costs opposite these and send to the secre- 
tary of the National Association. 

Don’t attempt to use any approximate prices shown in 
the back of your jobbing catalogue. Use the mail order 
house prices. 

Study this catalogue as a part of your business educa- 
tion. It is a splendid key to values. 

When you are making a deal with a customer keep 
this thought before you—that it is human to strike a good 
bargain. Don’t tell him to go and buy it “there.” Ask 
yourself this question: If you were a farmer and could 
save money by sending away for goods, wouldn’t you 
improve the opportunity? The present trade conditions are 
not those of our own selection, but are caused by the evolu- 
tion of the present day methods of doing business—publish- 
ing, advertising, attractive catalogue, and values have 
changed many channels of merchandising. And I am. free 
to confess that the average retailer has fallen behind in this 
race for trade supremacy. 

The manufacturer and jobber and retailer are going to 
get all they can for their wares. And a blanket order, with- 
out quotations, gets this kind of treatment. 

If I have made any statements, gentlemen, that do not 
meet your views, I want to hear from you. Suppose we 
make this issue a question box topic? 

Is the retailer of today keeping pace with trade condi- 
tions? 

How many of your dealers have these catalogues on 
your desk? 

How many jobbers do you buy from? 

We have the past two years studied the cost of doing 
business and now we must get to the bottom of the method 
of doing business, and blame ourselves for many of the 
trade evils that now exist. 

A town is just as broad as the people, and no more. 

A man is never a failure unless he admits it. 

And your business is just as broad as your knowledge 
of the business goes. A bare living out of your business is 
discouraging and requires little brains to manage. A profit 
shows knowledge of values, competitive ability and a strong 
personality. 


C. A, Peck, of Berlin, Wis., Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Wisconsin Retail Hardware Association, con- 
ducted the Question Box, which was begun and laid 
over to the next day. 

F. X. Becherer, Chairman of the Committee on By- 
Laws, reported that the committee had recommended 
the following amendments : 


That Article 3, Section 1, be amended by striking out as 
it now reads, “Secretary-Treasurer,” and insert to read, 
“Secretary and Treasurer.” 

That Article 3 be amended by striking out the entire 
section and insert a new section, to be known as Section 3, 
to read as follows: 

Section 3. The President, Vice-President and Treasurer 
shall be elected annually by ballot and shall hold office until 
their successors have been elected and qualified. 

That Article 3 be amended by striking out the entire 
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section and insert a new section, to be known as Séction 4, a, 
follows: . 

Section 4. The Secretary shall be appointed annually o; 
may be removed by the Executive Committee. 

That the duties of officers be amended by striking out 
the entire section and inserting a new section in lieu thereof, 
to be known as Section 2, as follows: 

Section 2. The Secretary shall be the custodian of al! 
records of the Association and he shall be under the direc 
tion of the President and the Executive Committee. A)! 
moneys received by him for dues shal] be turned over to th: 
Treasurer every thirty days, the Treasurer giving a receipt 
therefor. 

He shall also deliver to the President a bond within 
thirty days after his appointment in the sum designated by 
the Executive Committee, furnished by a surety company, 
the expense to be borne by the Association. The Secretar, 
is ex-officio Secretary of all committees except the auditing 
committee. 

That Section 3 be amended by making a new section, and 
to read as follows: 

Section 3. The Treasurer shall be the custodian of al! 
moneys. He shall give a receipt for all moneys received by 
him. He shall pay all bills by check and shall keep a 
record of all moneys received and all bills paid. He shall 
also deliver to the President a bond within thirty days after 
his election in the sum designated by the Executive Com- 
mittee furnished by a surety company, the expense to be 
borne by the Association. 

That Section 3 be amended by striking out Section 3 to 
read Section 4, and striking out as follows: In the four- 
teenth and fifteenth lines: “They shall fix the salary of the 
Secretary-Treasurer,” and insert the following: “They shall 
fix the salaries of the Secretary and Treasurer.” 

That Section 4 be amended by changing it to read 
Section 5. 

That Section 5 be amended by changing it to Section 6. 

That Section 6 be amended by changing it to Section 7. 

That Section 7 be amended by changing it to Section 8.

The executive session of Thursday morning was 
called to order at 9:30 o’clock. 

The first order of business was the roll call by the 
Secretary. The minutes of the previous meeting were 
accepted except that section referring to the By-laws, 
owing to a slight error in its wording. It was laid 
over to a subsequent reading. 

C. A. Peck, of Berlin, Wis., addressed the meeting 
on Hardware Insurance. 


Address of C. A. Peck—Hardware Insurance. 


We do nothing but a one year business; Minnesota and 
Iowa a three year business, and any old line company will 
give you on real estate a three year protection for two years’ 
premium. That is an unwritten law of all companies. In 
San Francisco the premiums have been raised on account of 
the large losses due to the earthquake there. But we have 
had no such calamity. The board rate here is 75 per cent, 
and which is also ours and has been for eighteen years 
previous. 

In speaking of Mutual Fire Insurance to an audience, a 
man spoke up and said “Did you say it was Mutual?” I said, 
“Yes, mutual in its profits and mutual in all its terms.” He 
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said “Mutual has nothing to do with it; I lost some money 
in the Mutual and I will have nothing to do with it.” I said, 
“My friend, not all mutual arrangements are satisfactory ; 
but forty-five years ago I met a young lady who has proved 
very satisfactory all these years.” 

I do not take any hazardous risks, if I can help. You 
cannot get insurance with us unless you belong to the State 
Retail Hardware Association, for the reason that we believe 
you are not doing a good business and will not take it. I am 
writing insurance for every state in the union except Dela- 
ware and Texas. 

To show you how our business has grown, yesterday we 
wrote $42,500 worth of insurance, and $49,000 the day before. 
lf you had a loss with us and were not satisfied with the set- 
tlement, not satisfactorily settled, and if you wanted to bring 
suit you would have to bring it in the United States Court. 
The Supreme Court has held that our policies are absolutely 
good and fire proof if written in Wisconsin where we are 
charged to do business, I cannot write insurance here but 
I can write insurance in Wisconsin for you with the same 
right that you have to buy goods there. You have the same 
chance to force us to a settlement that you have the jobber 
who lives outside of the State. You should always inspect 
your policies to see that they are right and just what you 
want, It was said to me in Wisconsin that if a policy had 
writing on the outside of it and nothing inside it would be 
accepted. But I said, “No, sir, not in Wisconsin; may be in 
Missouri.” 

The President: 
wants to be shown. 

-Mr. Peck: We began business on the 4th day of April, 
1904, and have written in premiums $285,596.35. Percentage 
of loss in premiums last year 41 per cent, expenses 9 per cent, 
leaving us 40 per cent. 

I would advise you not to keep gasolene in your cellars. 

If you go into partnership or corporation you want to 
notify your local agent, so there will be a larger installment 
on the premium policy. 

We have had only one-contested claim and that was in 
Oregon. Of 149 losses, 85 were from the outside and 64 in 
Wisconsin. 

The question is asked how we can adjust our losses. I 
can bring an adjuster that will represent me and adjust the 
loss. Any of the old line companies are always willing to 
adjust for us. 

I would be very glad to try to protect you. 
directors are successful hardware business men,

The Question Box was resumed by Mr. Peck. 


Mr. Pauly: Mr. Peck, since I have been a member of this 
association I have attended every convention, and it seems 
to me we have reached that stage where we must take the 
“bull by the horns”; we must increase our membership. I 
think we should get out in the districts and call on these peo- 
ple. 


Mr. Peck: I think that would be a very gocd thing. We 
should have the same sort of ambition in building up the 
hardware business as the little boy had. A little boy walking 
along the street saw a sign hanging before a hardware store 
which read, “Boy Wanted.” He stopped, took the sign down 
and walked into the store and handed the sign to the man- 
ager and said, “Here he is.” The manager thought him a 
little brassy and told him to go out and not return until he 
called him. The boy went out and in front of the store 
picked up a shovel belonging to the manager, and walked 
across the street with it. The manager called to him to come 
back. The boy turned and walked back into the store and 
started to pull off his coat and said, “Here I am again.” 

The question is asked, What is the best method to de- 
termine that a tin shop pays? I will say, keep strict account 
of everything in there. I think to run a tinshop in connec- 
tion with the hardware business will bring you business, as 
it gives you a chance to compete with your competitor. In 
our town of 5,000 we have a plate glass insurance company. 
The dealers got together and formed an insurance company. 
We are not incorporated. We cannot sue or be sued. If a 
party has a glass broken by a responsible party he sues the 
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party for damages and we pay the costs. If irresponsible, 
we pay for the glass and take it out of the assessment. 

Gentlemen, I thank you for your attention this morning 
and when you think of Peck, I should like to have you think 
of him kindly. 


A vote of thanks was tendered Mr. Peck for his in- 
teresting talk. The meeting adjourned to two o'clock 
p. m. 





The session of Thursday afternoon was called to 
order at 2:30 o'clock. 

Fred B. Mitchell, of the Stanley Rule & Level Co., 
gave a lecture, illustrated by stereopticon views. H. T. 
Benham, advertising manager of E. C. Atkins & Co., 
Indianapolis, also addressed the meeting, using stere- 
opticon views. “Profit on Stoves” was the topic of an 
address delivered by J. T. Templeton of the Buck’s 
Stove & Range Co., St. Louis. Following Mr. Tem- 
pleton, R. H. Myers, of St. Louis, delivered the fol- 
lowing address on “Store Arrangement.” 


Address of R. B. Myers—Store Arrangement. 


The hardware merchant's problems are two-fold: buying 
and selling. Successful buying depends upon his knowledge 
of markets and his ability to forecast tomorrow’s demands, 
but successful selling is a problem depending upon the at- 
tractiveness of the store, the convenience it affords, effective 
advertising, intelligent clerks, prompt deliveries, a reputation 
for honest merchandising—innumerable factors. 

The selling forces in turn divide themselves into two fac- 
tors: personal and impersonal. 

The personal element embraces the shop service from 
the manager who determines the policies of the establishment 
to the porter whose dillydallying with broom or mop may cost 
the trade of a belated shopper impatiently waiting to pass 
by him. The impersonal forces include the window decora- 
tions, the display of goods, the accessibility of departments 
and their convenience. “Store arrangement,” testifies a suc- 
cessful retailer, “is the greatest silent force in modern mer- 
chandising. It is a place maker for the salesman.” When 
asked what portion of his total sales does he attribute to the 
arrangement, he answered, “Fully forty per cent.” 

The merchant who appreciates this—the possibility of 
selling goods that the visitor had not thought of buying, 
plans his store with details before him that would amaze the 
outsider, who does not realize that he cannot buy a pound 
of nails without walking past counters, tables and showcases 
alluringly filled with novelties and accessories that will catch 
the eye, stimulate the interest and coax a piece of silver from 
his purse. To reach any department he has to run _ the 
gauntlet. 

Some retailers have worked out the problem without ap- 
preciating just why certain arrangements speed up the sales 
more than other arrangements. 

The observing merchant has asked his department hands 
“Why,” until a number of principles are established and are 
applicable whenever the “general store” of the village ex- 
pands into the “department store” of the city. 

The larger stores group their merchandise: one entire 
floor may be devoted to house furnishings; when the shopper 
is looking at refrigerators it is easier to interest him or her 
in ice cream freezers, if they are just across the aisles. 

Take for example our large department stores. 

The woman who goes to a store to buy a gown may not 
realize -how cunningly the department is located so that she 
must pass both the millinery and shoe sections, but after she 
has purchased her suit, the season’s latest hats beckon to her 
with their plumes and flowers all along her way; in fact bar 
gains are lying in wait to make it easy to buy and hard to 
leave the store without making purchases other than she had 
intended. With an equal appreciation of the ways of man 
this store has its shirts, ties, underwear and furnishings near 
the entrance on the street that is most frequented by men; 
they realize that the busy business man finds no enjoyment 
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in elbowing his way through crowds of women; accordingly, 
the men’s wear is made accessible and every effort is cen- 
tered on making this display so attractive that the customer 
who hurries in for a collar will end up by buying a shirt and 
tie—so conveniently arranged and so attractively shown that 
they really sold themselves, the assistant merely took the 
order. 

The same plan holds good with the modern hardware 
store of today in the display of goods, in the arrangement of 
departments, every detail worked out with deliberation to 
catch the eye. 

The experienced decorator will tell you that the cus- 
tomer’s attention is most easily caught by displaying goods 
thirty-six inches up from the counter, and if he is disposed 
to part with his trade secrets he will go on to say that goods 
should be draped two ways, one yard and 1% yards high, on 
the ledge back of the counter. The question of lights is no 
less important, and department heads must make it their first 
duty fo see that the proper number of lights is turned on 
and that a strong contrast is brought out. The most brilliant 
lights are provided for china and cut glass departments, while 
the furniture room calls for subdued lights that emphasize 
general lines and effects rather than details. 

There’s your builders’ hardware department, with its 
beautiful architectural sample rooms of today, where pro- 
vision has been made for a degree of privacy—the customer 
is flattered while seated at a table by having samples brought 
out and spread before them. 

Many stores literally fill the main aisle with tables piled 
high with bargains—job lots or seasons’ ends clean up of 
goods marked at prices that are certain to make a quick turn- 
over, the large stores sometimes change this arrangement in 
the middle of the day. 


When certain goods are not selling fast enough the man- 
ager brings them down from the upper floors or moves them 
up from the rear—moves them into the spot light where the 
price, conspicuously cut down (it says so on the cards) in- 
sures their ready sale. 

A general store in a small suburban town cleverly ar- 
ranged its wares to get the most sales; groceries were the 
store’s main stock; staples were placed in the rear except 
for fruits or seasonable goods, which were displayed in front. 
With the groceries in the rear the average customer by habit 
would go the length of the store; the counters and tables 
between were used to display mucilage, all kinds of station- 
ery and writing materials, waste paper baskets, fancy goods, 
cooking utensils and everything that the housewife might use 
or like but otherwise would not think of or forget to buy. 
This plan materially built up sales outside the grocery trade. 
The massing of merchandise is in itself a great selling factor, 
for the appearance of bigness in display and arrangement 
holds as well as induces the buyer, but the bigness is con- 
fined to the eye’s ordinary vision. That limts the height of 
shelves containing sampled boxes, show cases, pedestals and 
sample boards to a point on a level with the eye. 

Each department is seldom held to rigid rules in the 
matter of arrangement, save the fundamental rules, that 
there must be as great a contrast as possible. The depart- 
ment picks out what it considers the leading style lawn 
mowers, beautifully painted in bright colors for display. This 
is given a position that will be seen by the passer-by. 

The point is to impress the customer so that he will re- 
turn to examine it. If the display can be fastened in his 
mind, the merchant is confident of his return. 

The big merchant has tabooed talk by the sales people, 
only when absolutely necessary ; he reasons that if display is 
to sell, the customers must not be disturbed by idle talk from 
the selling force. More sales are lost than gained by over- 
persistence, 

A few months ago I sauntered into one of Chicago’s 
largest stores.. The first thing that attracted my attention 
was the rapid fire gesticulation of a clerk standing with a 
customer in the aisle, a piece of dress goods in his left hand, 
his right shooting up and down in a perpendicular wave. The 
customer seemed bewildered trying apparently to ask ques- 
tions, but the clerk would not let her. She soon departed 
without purchasing. 








The store was displayed right in all respects, but it wa. 
lost by the over-persistence of a clerk, it was not left to carr, 
out the design of the owner—a silent selling salesman. 

Store arrangement is a selling factor in any business that 
a merchant can no more neglect than he can his delivery 
service. It costs money to get a customer into a store, an‘ 
when this is accomplished the merchant has to make the 
most of his chances. To store arrangement is attributed fort, 
per cent of the sales—sales that would be lost without con- 
sidering the problem in all its subtle details, and economical], 
considered it is cheaper than advertising, cheaper than clerk 
hire, and hence it follows that it is the most profitable of al! 
the selling forces.

FEDERAL FURNACE LEAGUE’S REPLY TO 
MR. JAMESON’S OPEN LETTER. 


To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Your issue of February 4th contained an article by 
Stewart W. Jameson, Secretary and Manager Inter- 
state Mfg. Co., of Oskaloosa, Iowa, which appeared 
under the misleading caption “An Open Letter to the 
Federal Furnace League.” A's the Federal Furnace 
League was not favored with a copy of Mr. Jameson's 
literary effort, it could-not be “An Open Letter to the 
Federal Furnace League.” 

In the article referred to there are exceptions taken 
to various items in a tabulated comparison of the mer- 
its of furnace installation with “Inside Air Circula- 
tion” and with “Ventilating System,” which I recent- 
ly submitted to your journal. 

There seemed to be an under-current of feeling in 
Mr. Jameson’s article due to the not uncommon idea 
that the Federal Furnace League is composed of east- 
ern furnace manufacturers and is trying to impose 
eastern ideas of installation on the entire country. 

This idea is entirely wrong. The Federal Furnace 
League is gaining membership in the west very rapid- 
ly, and at the present time the sectional membership 
is very well balanced. 

The ideas put forth by the League are not sectional. 
There have been and now are abuses of the furnace 
(including inside air circulation) in the east as well as 
the west. Most of these abuses originated in the need 
of installing furnaces in old buildings. They were 
perpetuated and applied to installations in new build- 
ings. To-day most installations are made in new 
buildings and there is no reason why furnaces should 
not be properly installed in such buildings. 

We know that the proper method of furnace in- 
stallation in new buildings is “with ventilation.” We 
also know that the other methods give satisfaction in 
most cases but not in all- cases. 

We also know that the public will pay any reason- 
able price to procure the proper results—have you no- 
ticed how the demand for and the price of storage 
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eggs has gone down since the public was informed 
that they did not represent the most healthful form 
of eggs that people could eat? The demand for and 


the price of fresh eggs enjoyed a corresponding in- 


crease, 


The same is true of heat. 


The public will pay for 


the more healthful form of heat after they have been 
fully informed on the subject.

The comparison of fuel consumption is the only 
item that the intelligent reader could question. How- 
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ever, that is just as well established as anything in life 
can be. The reason for the economical consumption 
of fuel is found in the laws of heating efficiency. For 
the purpose of this article it is sufficient to state that 
the heating efficiency of a furnace (given a uniform 
consumption of fuel) varies with: 

First—Difference between the average temperature 
of the hot gases within the furnace and the average 
temperature of the air passing through the furnace. 

Second—With the weight of air passed through the 
furnace (or the velocity of air passing through the 
furnace), 

Where the furnace is installed with ventilation, both 
the average temperature difference and the total 
weight (or velocity) of air are high, resulting in a 
very substantial increase in the efficiency of every 
square foot of heating surface within the furnace. 
This increase in furnace efficiency balances economy 
in inside air circulation. 

The Federal Furnace League has spent money to 
learn facts about proper methods of furnace installa- 
tion and is spending more money in order that fur- 
nace dealers may convert these facts into dollars. 

We cannot consider sectional prejudices or past 
practice, either west or east. Our sole duty is to 
search out the facts concerning furnace heating, put 
them in workable form, and then give them to the 
trade to use or refuse as they may elect to do. 

For the benefit of those who are not familiar with 
the objects of the Federal Furnace League, I include 
the platform upon which the League has always stood: 

The leading furnace manufacturers of the United 
States compose the membership of the Federal Fur- 
nace League, which has been organized and will be 
maintained, not for the purpose of attempting to reg- 
ulate the selling prices of furnaces, but to work logi- 
cally and persistently for the accomplishment of the 
following objects : 

1. To inform architects, builders, physicians and 
the public of the great practical and sanitary advan- 
tages of proper warm-air furnace heating and ven- 
tilating. 

2. To elevate the standard of warm-air furnace in- 
stallation, and to this end to furnish to furnace deal- 
ers, architects and builders complete rules and direc- 
tions embodying the principles of correct furnace 
practice. 

3. To educate the public to a knowledge of the ne- 
cessity of pure air in their houses, which in winter can 
be secured at a reasonable cost only through the me- 
dium of a proper and adequate warm-air furnace heat- 
ing plant, with formal ventilation. 

4. To co-operate with architects to make the in- 
clusion of a formal system of ventilation the standard 
practice in planning residences and other buildings. 

I will now take the liberty of discussing a few 
“points” attempted by Mr. Jameson in his article. 

The question of who sinned first in methods of fur- 
nace installation has nothing to do with the competi- 
tion of steam and hot water. As the competition is 
fairly keen in all sections of the country, I venture the 
guess that there have been unsatisfactory furnace in- 
stallations in every section of the country, regardless 
of the method of installation used. 
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As for dust and bacteria. The bacteria present. in 
the dust are only harmful when the dust is stirred up 
and thrown into the breathing zone of a room. The 
dust is normally on or near the floor, but it is stirred 
up by walking, etc., and does go through the return 
registers and pipes to the furnace to be in turn shot 
out through the heat register and into the breathing 
zone of the room. 

Furnaces are not and never have been germicidal to 
any appreciable extent. Only those germs which 
come in contact with the heating surfaces of the fur- 
nace are killed, i. ¢., a very small percentage. 

Exposure to a dry air temperature of 470° Fahren- 
heit for an hour will not kill all germ life. 

Air passes through a furnace in one or two seconds 
and is out of the heat registers at the end of 10 sec- 
onds. The temperature of the air averages 120° to 
140° Fahr. in ordinary winter weather. Nothing very 
murderous to germ life in that. 

In re inside air circulation in school buildings—I 
beg to call attention to the fact that many states and 
cities have laws and ordinances prohibiting that sort 
of thing under heavy penalties. Had the ventilating 
system been “well planned” in the school building 
mentioned by Mr. Jameson, there would have been no 
trouble. 

It might not be amiss to state that the residence ven- 
tilating system and the school house ventilating sys- 
tem are entirely different propositions. 

In school house heating and ventilating more heat is 
used in raising the air required for ventilation to 70° 
Fahr. than is used for offsetting heat losses through 
walls, glass, ete. 

The architect is the stumbling block in the furnace 
dealer’s road to successful competition with the steam 
fitter. What is the Interstate Mfg. Co. doing to help 
the furnace dealer in this respect ? 

In closing I would state that the Federal Furnace 
League does wish to combat misleading advertise- 
ments and it does want to do many other things for 
the good of the furnace industry, but they all cost 
money. 

I would suggest to Mr. Jameson that if the Inter- 
state Mfg. Co. gave the Federal Furnace League their 
financial instead of their literary support they might 
advance the date of accomplishment of some of the 
benefits to the furnace industry that we all so earnest- 
ly desire. 

The Federal Furnace League will welcome to mem- 
bership the Interstate Mfg. Co. or any other reputable 
furnace manufacturer who is not at present a member 
of the League.

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AN AUSTRALIAN SMOKE CONSUMER. 








A practical demonstration has been made in Sydney, 
Australia, of an apparatus for the consumption of 
smoke and the economizing of fuel. The appliance 
consists of a patent fire-box door cast in the form of 
a deep box, with a sliding grid in front by which the 
admission of air is regulated. The deep furnace be- 
comes a hot-air chamber in which the air is rarified, 
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In

he formed in the shape of T irons, placed so as to give 
ec] a proper distribution of air over the furnace fire from 
mn the front. The back air box is placed at the end of 
ot fire-bar area and is built in so as to admit of the air 
Ta being distributed over the fire from the back, and by 
this method of admitting and regulating the air a per- 
fo fect combustion can be obtained, it is said, thereby 
h bringing about a great saving of fuel. As a result 
r the gases are consumed and the smoke discharged from 
the smoke-stack is reduced to an absolute minimum. 
- The demonstration showed that the smoke from the 
furnace, which was charged with a full load of slack 
s coal, was cut off within half a mirfute after closing 
- the doors. According to a recent test, the saving in 
® coal amounted to a little over 25 per cent, while the 
’ water evaporated per pound of coal was increased by 
over 40 per cent,

WARM AIR FURNACE OF RECENT 


INVENTION. 


John Preuss of Chicago, Ill., has been granted 
United States Patent No. 983,566 on a warm air fur- 
nace comprising an outer cylin- 
(rical shell, a_ fire-box  ar- 
ranged centrally within the shell 
at the lower end thereof, a tubu- 
lar cylindrical core  coxially 
arranged within the shell above 
the fire-box terminating below 
the top of the shell and form- 
ing an annular chamber in the 
same, the core being open at its 
* upper and lower ends and com- 
municating at both ends with 
the annular chamber. There are 
a helically extending partition 
in the annular chamber form- 
ing a similarly extending pas- 
sage therethrough, a smoke pipe arranged in the 
passage having its lower end communicating with 
the fire-box, the smoke pipe extending substan- 
tially from one adjacent convolution of the 
helical partition to the other adjacent convolution 
forming passage ways each side of the smoke pipe. 
There are a snugly fitting worm arranged within the 
core, a hot-air distributing chamber at the upper end 
of the shell communicating with the air passage and 
the upper end of the core, the shell being provided 
with air openings adjacent its lower extremity. Hot- 
air conduits communicate with the distributing cham- 
ber and the portion of the shell surrounding the 
helical partition being formed of hinged members.

A RECENTLY PATENTED FURNACE. 


Isaac Hess of Butler, Ohio, has been granted United 
States Patent No. 983,619 on a furnace, having a 
front plate formed of two independent settions dis- 
connected from each other, a radiator attached to and 
extending rearward from the upper section of the 
front plate, the bottom of the radiator at its front 
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end being open, an ash box entirely separate from the 
radiator and attached to and forming part of the 
lower section of the front plate and extending beneath 
the open end of the radiator. There are a grate sup- 
porting plate independent of both the radiator and the 
ash box extending over and resting upon the latter, 
the front and center of the plate being cut away to 
accommodate an oscillating grate, the upper and lower 
faces of the grate supporting plate being provided 
with upwardly and downwardly extending flanges re- 
spectively, the flanges extending across the rear of 
the grate plate and from the rear along the sides 
thereof nearly to the front edge of the plate but leav-

ing the front margin of the plate to project between 
the upper and lower sections of the front plate and 
forming spacing members therefor. An oscillating 
grate is supported on the plate and having a handle 
extending out between the upper and lower sections of 
the front plate.

PATTERN FOR A BOSS TO FIT OVER A 
MITER.

Let A B C, in Fig. 207, be the part elevation of a 
pediment, as in a cornice or window cap, over the 
miter and against the molding, and fascia in which a 
boss, G H I J, is required to be fitted, all as shown

boss G H will be an exact duplicate of G J, and may 
be duplicated from the pattern G J, without another 
side view drawn especially for it, which would have 


had to be done if the boss were otherwise placed. 


Therefore, extending the line K L upon which to lay 


off a stretchout of G H I J, dividing the portion O 
P into the spaces shown at G J of the profile, through 
which draw the usual measuring lines. Make the por- 
tion P T equal in length to the part J J H and lastly, 


the portion T U, a deep duplicate of O P, reversed as 
shown.

by K M N L of the side view. The outline J G H J 
of the boss is to be considered as the profile of a mold- 
ing running in the direction shown by L N in the side 
view, and mitering against the surface of the cornice 
shown by K M N. For the pattern proceed as follows: 

Divide as much of the profile of the boss G J J H, as 
comes against the cornice shown by G to J, into any 
convenient number of parts, and from these points 
drawn lines parallel to L N, that is, to the direction of 
the molding under consideration until they intersect 
the miter line K M, which, in this case, is the profile 
of the cornice molding. As the boss is so placed over 
the angle in the cornice molding that the distance from 
G to J is the same as that from G to H, the part of the

Place the T-square parallel to the stretchout line 
O U, and bringing it against the several points in K 
M, cut corresponding measuring lines as shown. Then 
lines traced through these points of intersection, as 
shown by S$ U, will be the required pattern.

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REDUCING THE FIRE WASTE. 





The need of reducing the fire waste of the coun- 
try should be impressed upon the architects, contrac- 
tors and builders who are directly responsible for the 
conditions which increase or reduce the fire hazard. 
They should use their influence wherever possible to 
secure the use of non-combustible material and to in- 
troduce all possible devices to prevent fires from get- 
ting started and from spreading to adjoining build- 
ings. Modern building ordinances, especially in the 
downtown districts, are encouraging fireproof and 
mill construction buildings with non-combustible roofs 
and properly protected wall and floor openings. While 
many such buildings are going up, most of them are 
surrounded by blocks of old buildings filled with dry 
timber and inflammable materials. They are fire breed- 
ers of themselves and fire spreaders as well, because 
of their unprotected openings. 

While it is economically impossible to tear down all 
these buildings and replace them with _fire-resisting 
construction, progress toward the reduction of the fire 
waste can be secured by providing that any changes 
made must be of a fire-resisting nature, only non-com- 
bustible materials should be allowed to go into an old 
fire trap for alterations. Whenever new floors or par- 
titions are needed they should be made of terra cotta, 
metal, concrete or some other material that will lessen 
the fire hazard. It is easily possible to remodel old 
buildings, using the walls and frame work, so as to 
make them practically fireproof within, by the use of 
clay or terra cotta partitions and floors of cement, and 
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by fireproof windows, thus practically enclosing each 
story in fireproof materials. The building thus pro- 
tected commands a better class of tenants and higher 
rentals, while the saving in insurance cost gives a 
good return on the investment, to say nothing of the 
owner's responsibility for the life and property of his 
tenants and his obligation to do his share to reduce the 
fire waste of the country.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Conditions in the hardware market are on the 
whole regarded as satisfactory, and prices are generally 
being well maintained, with a tendency to stiffen con- 
siderably on some lines, notably tin ware, galvanized 
ware, stamped and japanned ware, etc. For some 
years past the market for these goods has been prac- 
tically without a bottom, but advances in price as high 
as 7% per cent have been made by some manufac- 
turers. The steady increase in price of pig tin, which 
has also stiffened the tin plate market, has of course 
been largely responsible for the increased quotations 
of tin ware, galvanized ware, etc. 

Wiré nails continue in fair demand and cut nails 
are coming more into request. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is. $1.75 per keg. The base price is $1.75 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.90 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 


In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol-° 


lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.98; $2.05 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ car lots, $2.00, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $2.00. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 


TIN PLATE. 

The recent advance of $2 a ton in the price of tin 
plate has stimulated buying, consumers being under 
the impression that higher prices will be reached, ow- 
ing to the soaring prices of pig tin. The new prices of 
tin plate made by the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion were promptly adopted by the independents. 
Tin plate plants the coming week will be operating at 
about 90 per cent of maximum capacity, which is in 
excess of the rate of production last spring, on ac- 
count of the extensions to capacity that have been 
completed and put in operation in the last nine months. 

The present price of tin plate to retailers, f. o. b. 
Chicago, is $8.90 for 100-pound tin plate 20x28. 





SHEETS. 

Sheets show a disposition to follow tin plate as a 
sold-up line, but there is said to be little or no like- 
lihood of any advance in price coming just now. The 
Steel Corporation has succeeded in persuading the 
finished product trade as a whole that the better policy 
is not to disturb the balance of the market with un- 
expected price changes. The tin plate advance is an 
exception in this category, since the fluctuations in 
the price of pig tin virtually forced the issue in tin 
plate. 

The Chicago price to retailers is $3.75 out of store 
per 100 pounds No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 


COPPER. 

The New York market for copper is quiet, but 
steady, with a firm undertone. The belief that we are 
facing continued improvement in business, if not great 
activity, is responsible no doubt for this feeling. There 
does not seem to be much doing or any special anxiety 
on the part of consumers to buy. At the same time 
producers seem to feel more confident than for som~ 
time regarding the future outlook, and are quite in- 
different for orders. The more the late Producers’ 
statistics are analyzed the more favorable an impres- 
sion they seem to make, but they must be confirmed 
by like rate of production in the next figures, and an 
increase in American deliveries and export or we will 
be back again to the depression of a. few-months ago. 
The most favorable outlook for copper is the general 
business outlook, which continues excellent. 

There appears to be a little more interest on the 
part of domestic consumers, and as the smaller inter- 
ests who have been cutting the market recently are 
pretty well cleaned up, the situation is firmer than it 
has been for some time. Lake Copper is reported 
rather weak and heavy, and if it should decline in 
price, electrolytic might follow the drop. 

There has been a reduction of 3c. a pound in the 
price of copper rods. and bars, and bare copper wire, 
for electrical purposes. 


LEAD. 

The St. Louis lead market continues very quiet, 
although at the close of last week the feeling was not 
quite so weak as it was a few days previous. There 
is only a limited demand, but a better inquiry is de- 
veloping, and sellers are holding more firmly, as they 
claim that the metal is worth more than the present 
prices. Some of the larger companies are not offer- 
ing anything at present, and the movement is prin- 
cipally of metal that was purchased some time ago. 
An occasional sale of good proportions is made, but 
they are few and far between, and at the rate at 
which consumers are drawing upon their reserve 
stocks, they will soon be compelled to come into the 
market on a more liberal scale. Receipts at St. Louis 
for the week were much heavier than those of the 
previous week, and shipments were smaller. 

The American Smelting & Refining Co. quotes 
4.45c. for spot carload lots. 

The London market for soft Spanish lead was 
quoted on Wednesday at £13 and Thursday at £12 
18s od. 


SPELTER. 

The St. Louis spelter market is quiet, but firm, the 
buying is comparatively light, but smelters having 
tired of trying to manipulate the ore market by quot- 
ing low prices for spelter, are now going to the other 
extreme, and are steadily advancing their quotations. 
Ore prices are stiffening, and while the demand is lim- 
ited, and the buying is of a hand-to-mouth character, 
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socks are light, and are steadily reduced. It is 
claimed that the trouble in Mexico has reached such 
proportions that it is having a decided effect on the 
.pelter market and there is a better inquiry, although 
the buying has not improved to any extent. Both re- 
ceipts and shipments at St. Louis were smaller than 
those of the previous week. 


TIN. 


The foreign tin syndicate has again been busy and 
boosted up prices more sharply than ever, again 
causing unsettled conditions in the domestic trade. 
On Monday the London market was from £11 to £12 
higher than the final figures of last Friday, and Wed- 
nesday there was a further rise of about £4, making 
the total net advance £16 for spot and £14 15s for 
futures. The situation still appears to be in the hands 
of skillful operators and a still further advance to- 
ward the recent high level is generally anticipated. 


On the call at the New York Metal Exchange on_ 


Thursday prices followed the upward movement 
abroad, showing a net advance of about 5%4c, but 
the market was unsettled. The largest operators gen- 
erally withdrew and buying by domestic consumers 
was confined to small lots for current wants. The 
spot and February positions still command a premium 
over March and April options. Spot and February 
were offered at 45.50c, with the former 44.50c bid 
and the latter 43.25c bid. 


PIG IRON. 


Southern pig iron manufacturers cut prices this 
week in order to obtain. business, but lowered quota- 
tions were met by Pittsburgh and other northern 
plants, with the result that Sheffield operators sold 
little of their product. In general, however, the iron 
and steel business is on a fairly sound basis. Pitts- 
burgh prices of basic, foundry and malleable are 
slightly higher. A speculator has made a cash offer 
of $13.25 valley, for 5,000 to 6,000 tons of basic, and 
was unable to get the iron, while $13.75 valley has 
been quoted on recent inquiries. All furnaces are 
holding out for $14 valley. 

The quotation of $13.50 on malleable has disap- 
peared, this grade being quotable at $13.75. Nothwith- 
standing reports of low prices on Bessemer, a sale 
of valley at $15 for prompt shipment was noted, 1,000 
tons being sold to a Pittsburgh smelter at that figure. 

Two Pittsburgh producers who have large stocks 
of basic piled up have withdrawn entirely from the 
market and are sitting on the lid, awaiting higher 
prices. The week’s sales, as far as reported, included 
about 4,000 tons of standard No. 2 foundry iron at 
$14, vaHey furnaces ; 5,000 tons of basic at $13.25, 
and 3,000 tons more at $13.50; 1,000 tons of malleable 
at $13.75 and 1,200 tons of Bessemer at the old price, 
$15, valleys. Inquiries for forge and low-grade irons 
were withdrawn because producers refused to dupli- 
cate quotations of two months ago, of under $13.25, 
valleys. 

Efforts were made by consumers to get quotations 
on foundry and basic iron into the third quarters of the 
year, but these were unsuccessful, one inquiry for 10,- 
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000 tons of basic for second and third quarters hav- 
ing been ignored by producers, who say they are not 
yet ready to quote on extended deliveries. 

Shipments of steel plates and fabricated material 
and castings are now going out of Pittsburgh on the 
Panama Canal contracts at the rate of 40,000 tons a 
month, which has aided in bringing about the present 
spurt in mill operations. Four concerns are included 
in these contracts, two shipping out heavy castings, 
one steel plates and one fabricated material. Forward 
orderings in plates and shapes in the general market 
also has improved greatly. The largest single order 
of the week was for 17,000 tons of plates and shapes 
for two new lake vessels to be built for the Lake Su- 
perior ore trade.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 


“The market is somewhat irregular, due to better develop- 
ments at some points and slight interest at others. Generally 
it is improved and producers are encouraged. Basic is being 
held more firmly, while there is still a good deal of com- 
petition in foundry grades in the matter of prices. 

“January reports show a slight decrease in iron stocks on 
hand in Virginia, Alabama and Eastern Pennsylvania, and 
production during January was also slightly decreased. There 
has been locally a fair run of business, with some larger 
tonnage seriously contemplated and some good sized inquiries 
which it is believed will be closed during the coming week. 

“The coke market also reflects an improvement. There 
is somewhat larger output and better shipments, more the 
direct result of activity in steel lines than otherwise. There 
is very little new business. Prices are without change.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 


“There seems to be what the race track people call a 
reversal of form in the pig iron market. Things are very 
different from a month ago. Then “Rotten” was the only 
word to really describe business. But today there is a 
great and growing inquiry and sales have been so heavy 
that the furnace companies feel that the tide ts really 
changing. Everyone is busier. All branches of the trade 
show an improvement, with the steel end leading the pro- 
cession. The general feeling is one of buoyancy and hope 
Optimistic predictions for the future are the rule. The 
old chorus of pessimism has ceased. Prices have not ad 
vanced from the quotable quotations, but there ts a much 
firmer tone to the market and concessions are not obtain- 
able. 

“Furnaces would have no difficulty in filling their 
order books if they would agree to the long future deliv- 
eries which consumers are demanding. The latter are 
making a desperate effort to buy at today’s prices for 
shipment over the last half of the year. As today’s prices 
are not profitable—in many cases they are ruinous—there 
is naturally no desire on the part of the makers to con- 
tract ahead.
